TORIO, July 5.—The vielt at the 
American silk commission to Japan 
has brought forth fruit. The object I 
(of the commission was to try and in­ 
duce the Japanese to improve their 
raw silk and the methods of market­ 
ing it. 
To bring this about a new silk bu­ 
reau has been organized by the De­ 
partment of Agriculture, while the 
silk reelers themselves have decided 
to employ every possible means to 
improve the quality of Japanese silk. 
Another suggestion of the Amer­ 
icans, the amalgamation of smaller 
mills, is being carried out. The im­ 
portance of the silk industry is 
shown by the great increase in pro­ 
duction. While in 1912 the value of 
the crop was 199,000,000 yen, it reach­ 
ed 950,000,000 yen in 1922. 


JUSTICE BE CARRIED 
TO ARCTIC REGION 


EDMONTON, Alta., July 6.—Head­ 
ed by Judge Luclen Dubuc, a judicial 
party has left Edmonton 
for Her- 
schel Island, in the 
Arctic, 
where 
eleven Eskimos 
will be 
tried 
on 
charges of murder. This Is the first 
occasion on 
wrhich 
Eskimos 
have 
been tried for murder in their own 
country; all previous trials have 
been carried on “outride,” it is said. 
Those to be held at Herschel Is­ 
land represent tribes from all over 
the western Arctic. Their capture 
and subsequent handing over to the 
police at Herschel by the Royal Can­ 
adian Mounted Police was commend­ 
ed. 
A number of the Eskimos were 
brought 
in by dog teams tor 1,000 
miles or more along the black shores 
of the Arctic. One constable charged 
with the delivery of a prisoner had 
no companion but the prisoner him 
self. 
Every night one helped 
the 
other to build snow igloos and make 
camp. 
Despite almost 
insurmount­ 
able obstacles, the “mountie” 
won 
through and delivered his prisoner.

JE F F E R S O N CITY, Mo., July 5.— 
The State Capitol of Missouri 
has 
been converted into a gigantic work­ 
house for artists and sculptors, 
as 
the work progresses of making tve 
structure one of the most beautiful­ 
ly decorated public building in the 
United States. 
Working from an immense scaf 
fold, 160 feet above the ground floor, 
artists are hanging four huf~:e can­ 
vasses in the upper rotunda of the 
dome. 
The paintings are mural ab­ 
stract pendentives, by Frank Bran- 
gwyn, renowned London artist, de­ 
picting four epochs 
in 
Missouri’s 
history. 
These immense decorations meas­ 
uring forty-nine feet in length and 
twenty-three feet seven inches 
in 
heighth, were Tainted by the artist 
in London and recently scut to M is-! 
souri. 
Thh first picture shows La- j 
clede landing at St. Louis, 
It i s ,1 
“The Discovery of Missouri.” 
The I 
second painting of the series pic­ 
tures the “Early 
Settlers”, 
while 
the third 
represents 
one 
of 
the 
strongest instincts of civilization,” 
The Building of the Home.” 
The 
last painting of the series is modern, 
entitled, “The Builders.” 
It repre­ 
sents modern industry. 
Having completed his work for the 
rotunda, Mr. Brangwvn 
will 
now 
paint scenes to decorate the eight 
segments of the lower rotunda. The 
subjects for these pictures will be 
chosen by the artist. 
The gigantic scaffold built from 
the floor to the 
highest 
interior 
peak of the dome Is of unusual inter­ 
est. 
Composed almost entirely 
of 
two by six timbers, it contains ten 
carloads of lumber. 
It is the second 
scaffold erected for the work, a form 
er scaffold being judged unsafe for 
work. 
Decorating the exterior 
of 
the 
building four Italian sculptors, un­ 
der the direction of A Sterling Cald­ 
en noted New York sculptor, 
are 
carying a frieze which will extend 
across the entire front of the build­ 
ing. The frieze approximately 
ten 
feet in heighth will present the his­ 
torical development 
of 
the 
State 
from the earliest pioneer days to the 
present time. 
Thirty-two paintings have already 
been placed in the building. 
The 
collection comprising a complete and 
vived picturization of the history, de 
velopment, and industries 
of 
the 
state. 
Beautiful and realistic to the point 
of facination are tho eight lunette 
mural decorations of the corridors of 
the Soldier’s and Sailor’s 
museum, 
depicting Missourian’s 
in warfare. 
From the battle of St. Louis in the 
days 
of Indian warfare, 
frontiers­ 
men, and blockhouses, to the sur­ 
render of the Indians to General 
Dodge, the Battle 
of Sacremento, 
the triumphal entry of the United 
States troops in Havanna, the Bat­ 
tles of Wilson’s Creek and W estport 
Landing, to the Battle 
of Vaquois 
Heights in France, and the Glory of 
the Navy, the story of 
Missouri’s 
soldiers is told. 
Gazing 
at these 
beautiful paintings which will long 
serve as a reminder of of the glory

Five men were killed during

construction of the present Missouri 
State Capitol building which 
was 
completed at a cost of $4,044,153.29. 
This figure includes the purchase of 
land, construction 
of the building, 
and furnishings for the building. 
The 
building, 
occupying 
three 
acres, 
rests 
upon 
285 
concrete 
piers, set upon 
solid 
rock. 
The 
piers are from thirteen to 
forty 
feet in depth, and one year was re­ 
quired for th© laying of this founda­ 
tion. 
As the site of the building was on 
a tract of land lower than the sur­ 
rounding land, the piers were 
pro­ 
jected 
fourteen 
feet 
above 
the 
ground. 
The 
original 
Intentions 
were for the building to be a base­ 
ment and three stories, but when 
the structure was closed about the 
piers, another story was automoatic- 
ally added. 
Te building is constructed entire­ 
ly of Missouri granites, and stones. 
To majority of tho construction ma­ 
terials are Carthage Limsetone, and 
the remainder is from Granite City. 
The building is 264 feet above the 
floor of the basement. 
It contains 
5,000,000 
bricks, 
52,000 
tons 
of 
steel, and 1*200 car loads of stone. 
Tho four stories above the base­ 
ment have been planned for effici­ 
ency, convenience, and service 
of 
State officials. 
The offices of the va­ 
rious commissions are found on the 
first floor while on the second floor 
are the offices of the elective officials 
While the Governor’s rooms, on the 
north overlooking the river, are the 
central feature of this floor and the 
entire building. 
On the third floor 
are the legislative chambers 
and 
reference library, while the fourth 
floor 
is 
occupied 
by 
committee 
rooms and other departments. The 
roof, constructed of slate with

it, 
will accommodate large assemblies, 
and Is also so constructed that an­ 
other story may be added to the 
building.

building is the Governor’s reception 
room, eleptical in shape, beautifully 
paneled in oak with the seals of the 
states of the Union carved in the 
frieze. 
In the center of the room up­ 
on a beautiful rug costing $700, is a 
table of Circassiu 
walnut 
bearing 
Missouri’s seal. 
An amber skylight 
in the roof casts a golden glow over 
the entire room. 
One of the most monumental fea­ 
tures of the building is the grand 
stairway, thirty feet in width, which 
extends from the front portico to the 
third floor.
